Student Movements And 
The Negro Revolt Is 
Convocation Subject 


The Contribution of Student 
Movements to the Negro Revo!t 
will be the topic today of Louis 
Lomax, Negro author, lecturer, 
and television producer who last 
month proposec in a magazine 
article that Negroes conduct 


“study-ins’’ to prepare them- 
selves for the roles they seek 

Lomax, whose books 
The Reluctant African, The Ne 
gro Revolt and When the Word 
is Given, will be featured in the 
President's Convocation at 9 a.m 
in the Men’s Gymnasium. 

Perhaps one of the most criti- 
cal observers of the Negro move- 
ment, he asserted in the Septem- 
ber 21 issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post: “The generation of 
young Negroes that doing so 
much win new opportunities 
for itself is ill-equipped to 
those opportunities 

Cites Explanation 

“There is a basic reason why 
our students( in Negro colleges} 
are so academically unprepar- 
ed," Lomax added. “Today's

very time when job opportunities 
free of racial restriction are more 
prevalent.” 

Lomax's proposed ‘‘study-ins”’ 
would involve both vocational 
guidance and academic prepara- 
tion. “These study-ins,”’ he in- 
sists, ‘“‘must be soul meetings; 
like the sit-ins, they must become 
an article of faith.”

'uously we are concerned about 
discrimination, both racial and 
| social, on ether campuses and in 
other communities, but what is 
done on eur campus to contri- 
bute to better human relations? 


Each semester we see the 
“Greeks” stage a spectacle of 
recruiting “rushees'’ into their 
respective cliques. If it ended 
here we might disregard the 
event as a psychologically useful 
act of satisfying tuvenile ‘‘gang”’ 
or “elite’’ syndromes. Rather it 
contiunes by allowing the mem- 
bers to say who is acceptable 
(and on what criteria are they 
judged?) to the group and who 
shali be ‘‘blackbalied’’ as in- 
ferior, “‘unneat”, or ‘‘second- 
string.’’ Less than five percent 
of the membership can send a 
prospective member away, and 
this is given approval by most 
of our administrative personnel 
and faculty as useful to the so- 
cia! experience of students while 
in eclege! 

G. E. Lessing onee wrote that

|eteranl torment he would cer- 
tainty refuse to go to heaver 
| This attitude has particular re- 
levance to the growing social 
| prejudice, and the indifference 
which is allowing it to prosper, 
caused by fraternities and sorori- 
ties. If we see one individual giv- 
jen an unfair opportunity in a 
school - sanctioned organization, 
| we should certainly refuse asso- 
| ciation with it or membership in 
it until each individual can be 
given a fair chance in applying 
| for membership.
